Cut The Red Tape 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 6,000 persons who par­ 
ticipated in White House-sponsored forums on domestic 
policy generally felt there is too much red tape in govern­ 
ment, says Vice President Nelson Rockfeller. 
The vice president, who along with Cabinet members and 
other federal officials conducted the forums in six cities, 
presented his findings to President Ford Wednesday. 

In the main, what was called for from the federal 
government was leadership, understanding, clearer 
policies, simpler rules and program consolidation,’ he said.

Rate Hike Confusion Leads to Situation 


lf you’re one of 
the 
thousands who’ve bought 
special Christmas stamps at 
the local post office only to 
discover they don’t have a 
denomination printed on the 
front, 
don’t 
d esp air...... 
they’re designed that way 
For the first time in the 
history of the United States 
Postal Service, the stamps 
were printed without their 
value being printed on the 
front because of controversy 
over postal rates. 


The stamps were printed 
several months ago before 
officials knew whether or not 
they would get an expected 
rate increase before the 
stamps would be issued. 
So since the stamps were 
to be used in singles on first 
class letters and cards, and 
officials didn’t know what 
the price for that service 
would be, they decided on 
the “priceless stam ps.” 
C urrently the stamps are 
costing IO cents each, but 


had the rate increase gone 
into effect December I as 
postal officials wanted, the 
price would have been 13 
cents. 
However, it isn’t known 
when the increase will go 
into effect, so the “priceless 
stamps” are being sold at 
the lower rate. 
Like the other special 
Christmas edition stamps, 
this year’s edition feature 
special Yuletide designs and 
a message. 


One stamp is centered 
around a cherub and bell and 
displays

m essage, "M erry C hrist­ 
mas." 
The second stamp is a 
Madonna and Child painted 
by the famous painter, 
Ghirlandaio. 
There is a considerable 
amount of color in both the 
designs with the traditional 
green and red Christmas 
colors.

A phone call from another 
rate neighbor informed this 
eporter that because of a 
leart condition his neigh- 
Kirs’ dogs has made life 
inbearable for him by their 
ill-night barking 
He implied that once he 
md his neighbor were the 


best of friends, but constant 
harrasment between them 
over the five to seven dogs 
penned in the neighbor’s 
yard, have caused bitterness 
and anxiety. 


“ I decided to move, and 
my wife and I started 
looking for a new location.” 
he said, but added that when 
they finally located a house 
he 
liked. 
they 
were 
distressed to find a yapping 
dog next door, greeting him 
every time he walked out of 
the back door 
The man said that after 
looking at the house he drove 
back through the remainder 
of the neighborhood and 
counted 17 loose dogs in one 
block. He said this had so 
discouraged them that they 
have decided to move out of 
Plano. 


A letter from a complainer 
said that one of his pleasures 
had 
been 
to 
read 
the 
newspaper and drink his 
morning coffee on the patio, 
but because of a constant 
stream of barking and the 
stench from a neighbor’s 
yard where several animals 


are confined, he has decided 
that it s better to stay in­ 
doors 


Another man said over the 
phone that his dinette faces 
his neighbor s back yard and 
it has become so disgusting 
the family can no longer eat 
there with the drapes open 
He also added that he can no 
longer open his windows on a 
pleasant day because the air 
that comes through them is 
not fresh, but nauseating 


There have been frequent 
com plaints from persons 
who observe owners turning 
their dogs out of their own 
yards early in the morning 
and late in the afternoon to 
roam the neighborhood. 
A pparently this is most 
obvious where swimming 
pools have been installed 
and the entire area con­ 
creted, leaving no grass in 
the enclosed yard. In this 
case, the owner must either 
let the dogs roam or confine 
them entirely to co n cite 
areas. 
Recently the City’s animal 
control system 
has been 
upgraded and there is a 


mineable absence of dogs 
roam ing 
in 
the 
city 
However, there are still a 
few offenders. 
It is against the law to 
allow an unleashed dog to 
stray, 
and 
it 
is 
also 
inhum ane to keep them 
locked in an all-concrete 
area. 


Pets are fine and ac­ 
ceptable to most of the 
people 
who 
lodged 
com­ 
plaints. They felt they were 
not complaining about the 
animals as much as the 
owners, since dogs in large 
numbers should be confined 
only to kennels or outside 
city limits, and not com­ 
mitted to the small space of 
any yard 
to aggravate 
others. Also, they all said 
they felt an intoraranee 
tow ard 
those 
uncaring 
neighbors who let their 
animals use their 
lawns 
instead of their own 


It is probably an age-old 
problem that confronts the 
city dweller, but one that 
requires a 
bit

country that is a member of 
the Universal Postal Union if

Service spokeswoman said 
“Every country said they 
would accept mail with the 
stamps. And since they have 
been in use we have had no 
problems with them ,” she 
said 
“ We would prefer that 
people use the stamps only

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Texas industries will have to 
limit their use of natural gas 
to generate electricity under 
any new or recently revised 
contracts to 100,000 cubic 
feet per day.

Texas 
R ailroad 
Commission 
W ednesday 
ordered the restrictions, 
saying it was in the best 
public interest to curtail use 
of natural gas as a boiler 
fuel. It also warned further 
cuts may be expected. 
“ If the current trend of 
natural 
gas 
production 
exceeding 
new 
reserve 
additions continues, and if 
the current dem and for 
existing natural gas supplies 
does not lessen, natural gas 
curtailments in Texas will 
become ever more severe 
each year,” the commission 
said. 
"B ased 
on 
cu rren t 
projections of our natural 
gas supplydemand situation 
and on current curtailments 
policies, boiler fuel users are 
facing longer and deeper 
shortages of natural gas in 
the future.” 
The order, 
which 
took 
effect immediately, did not 
prohibit delivery of natural 
gas for boiler fuels under 
existing contracts.

Somalia port of Berbera.

(Editor’s Note: This is the second article addressed to 
questions concerning guidelines to a successful marriage). 
DEAR READER: A major consideration, as we look at the 
question of, “What are guidelines to a successful marriage,” 
is the idea that marriages are unions between human en­ 
tities. As such, both parties to the marriage have needs, 
desires, aspirations and hopes that they each hope will come 
to fruition. 
Often, the state of marriage itself, or the marriage part­ 
ner, is seen as the agent by which these dreams will be 
furnished. And perhaps, to some degree, a spouse does 
provide for some of these desires. 
Contrary to what we are popularly taught or lead to 
believe, however, another person cannot fulfill in us those 
wants and needs which are really unresolved areas within 
our own psychological makeup. This we have to do for 
ourselves if it is to be done at all. 
One of the most serious elements of much of the marital 
difficulity that I see in my office revolves around this point. 
What one spouse perceives that he is not fulfilling in his own 
life, he often blames the other partner for. “She should do 
this,” or “He ought to be doing that,” often rings loud and 
clear in very early sessions. 
A closer look often reveals a lack of personal self- 
awareness and deep feelings of personal failure and often 
desolation. Many marriages are entered into with the 
unrealistic expectations of what the marriage partner will 
do to fulfill those heretofore unfulfilled parts of his spouse’s 
life. What is obviously overlooked is that no person other 
than yourself can ever put your life together for you, and 
conversely, you cannot do it for someone else. 
Success in a marriage implies a relationship that is 
healthy psychologically. And psychological health of a 
marriage is dependent on the emotional health and well 
being of the partners as individuals. Marriages do not make 
healthy individuals. 
Quite to the contrary, healthy, mature individuals who are 
aware of themselves and who are willing to take personal 
responsibility for their own lives are required in order to 
create an emotionally healthy marital union. Only when two 
people first as individuals, realize that their own personal 
success or failure is not determined by anyone else but 
themselves, and that they alone must order and guide their 
own lives either in or out of marriage, will the union that 
they choose to form be likely to succeed. 
Take time to examine your own needs and expectations of 
self. What are they? What do you want? What are you doing 
to get what you want? What feelings of lack of fulfillment are 
you currently experiencing, and what are you doing to try to 
resolve these feelings and to be fulfilled? Ask yourself to 
what degree you are looking to yourself for solutions to your 
problems, rather than to your spouse or your marriage. 
As important as good marital relationships are, it cer­ 
tainly seem s well worth the time to develop them on firm 
footing. This footing, however, is not a natural result of a 
marriage ceremony, but rather the product of an on-going 
personal attempt to be aware of ourselves and to take 
responsibility for our own behaviors. To this end, not only 
will marriages be likely to succeed, but also will we as in­ 
dividuals experience the success that we are looking for.

Pyramid Doesn’t 
Bring Any Snow 


AKRON, Ohio (UPI) — 
John William Zofchak set his 
“bioplasmic 
energy gath­ 
ering” pyramid to “snow” 
and sat back to await a 
blizzard, planning to laugh 
all the way to the bank. 
But Mother Nature threw 
a wet blanket on his hopes, 
yielding only a cold, driz­ 
zling rain. 
Zofchak, 29, a pinball ma­ 
chine 
repairm an, 
had 
promised to prove the worth 
and profitability 
of his 
“bioplasmic 
energy-gath­ 
ering 
accum ulator” 
by 
dropping 24 inches of snow 
on 
Akron 
Dec. 
15. 
He 
claimed all the credit for 
unseasonably warm weather 
in 
northeast 
Ohio 
this 
autumn. 
The accumulator, set up 
on a hilltop, consists of a six- 
foot -high pyramid modeled 
after the Great Pyramid of 
Gizeh. Zofchak operates the 
plastic covered steel wool 
and aluminum foil pyramid 
by adjusting a 
pair 
of 
billiard cues mounted on 
revolving steel pipes. The 
cues are connected to the 
pyramid by wires. 
“Well, it got too warm for 
snow,” 
Zofchak said, ex­ 
plaining Monday’s failure. 
“That’s what happened. 
“I’ve been in operation 
trying to keep w eather 
patterns coming in from the 
south for a month and a half. 
When you get the energy 
going in a stream it tends to 
continue. I just wasn’t aHe 
to stop it in one day.” 
Zofchak’s faith in the ac­ 
cumulator, 
scoffed at by 
g o v ern m en t 
of f icials, 
w eatherm en 
and 
patent 
attorneys, rem ained un­ 
shaken. 
“ If I can’t get it to snow, 
I’ll just keep it with no 
snow,” he said. “A lot of 
what I have done has been 


through trial and error, so 
sometimes I can make a goof 
like this.” 
Before he trudged up the 
hill north of the city to adust 
his 
accumulator, 
Zofchak 
worried that he might have 
blown his test earlier in the 
day 
when 
he 
tried 
to 
demonstrate his machine for 
a television station. 
“I did stop it from raining 
a little while this afternoon,” 
he said. “I couldn’t get him 
any 
sunshine, 
but 
the 
television 
cam eram an’s 
light meter went up two 
notches. That might have 
been what did it.”

Most Burglaries 
Hard to Detect 
BY PAM TROBOY 
Burglary is one of the most difficult crimes to detect 
and prevent, according to law enforcement officers 
Amateurs as well as professionals commit the of­ 
fense which has risen 53 percent in the past five years. 
The Federal Bureau of Investigation recently reported 
that 1,429 burglaries are committed for each 100 000 
population across the United States. 
In 1974,184,562 burglaries were reported in Texas for 
a rate of 1,531.6 per hundred thousand population, 
slightly higher tnan the national average. 
The Dallas-Fort Worth 
Standard 
Metropolitan 
Statistical Area w hich includes Collin County recorded 
a much higher rate of 1,963 offenses per hundred 
thousand population 
Plano’s burglary rate is still below that of cities of 
comparable size in Texas, however During the first six 
months of 
1975, comparable cities averaged a 
projected burglary rate of 1,775.7 offenses per hundred 
thousand population while Plano had a rate of only 
1,022.3. 
Local police officials would like to reduce this rate 
still more. A department spokesman notes that most 
people make it easy for thieves to make away with 
their property by leaving it unsecured. Fifty-two 
percent of all residential burglaries in Plano involve an 
unlocked door or window 
Although residents may not be able to make their 
homes IOO percent burglar proof, Plano police have 
recommended several simple, inexpensive things to do 
that will minimize the chances of being the victim of a 
burglary. 
“ Make it difficult for a thief to get inside your home 
by locking up and lighting up,” the spokesman says. 
“Try to outthink him by convincing the thief that 
someone is at home at all times, and if he does get in, 
make it likely he’ll get caught or get nothing. ” 
Apartment dwellers are often a target of burglars, 
but the departm ent has recom m ended some 
procedures to keep your apartment safe. 
SINGLE WOMEN should never place a full name on 
the mailbox or in the telephone directory -th e first and 
middle initial should be used rather than Miss, Mrs. or 
Ms. 
CHANGE LOCKS when you move in. You never 
know who may still have a key. Never give a key to a 
repairman or other service personnel. 
NEVER ADMIT STRANGERS into your apartment. 
Keep lock fastened and refer salesman, solicitors and 
information seekers to the manager. 
DEVELOP A BI DDY SYSTEM with your neighbors. 
Be alert for suspicious-looking strangers, sounds or 
actions and notify the manager or the police at once. 
KEEP KEW VALUABLES in your apartment 
Money, jewelry, furs. etc. are safer in a storage vault 
or safe deposit box. 
KEEP M MLPOX EMPTY. If you are away, arrange 
with a neighbor or manager to have circulars and other 
mail taken out of the box or stop delivery at the post 
office for an extended absence. 
LEAVE A LIGHT BURNING and a radio playing 
quietly when you go out in the evening to give the 
impression that someone is at home. 
CHECK REFERENC ES of maids, cleaning women 
and others who may have to work inside your apart­ 
ment while you are away from it.

March Teaches Music, Art

University of Plano 
“I teach everything that 
no one else wants to teach— 
languages, French, German, 
Music Appreciation, Art’,” 
Father Ralph S. 
March, 
chairman of the Humanities 
Division at the University of 
Plano, spoke in his usual 
deep voice, always with a 
touch of irony. 
“This year we blend Music 
and 
Art 
A ppreciation 
together, so I switch back 
and forth between art and 
music,” he continued. “You 
can approach it in two dif­ 
ferent ways. Formal—what 
is a symphony? What is a 
song? The other is the 
chronological way. This year 
we go by the forms. 
“ During 
the 
baroque 
period everything was big— 
the cathedrals and the 
music. Look at Bach’s ‘Mass 
in 3 Minor.’ The complexity 
of Bach’s music is com­ 
parable to the painting of the 
time. Contrasted with the 
baroque is the stark virility 
of the Romanesque Church 
and the Chant,” he ex­ 
claimed. 
Father March’s life has 
been spent in education, 
music, and the 
Roman 
Catholic Church. Since 1959, 
he has been director of the 
Dallas Catholic Choir, and 
since 1967 Editor of Sacred 
Music, the official quarterly 
journal of the Church Music 
Assn. of America. 
Bom in Hungary in 1922, 
he came to America in 1952 
after study at the University 
of 
Budapest, 
Institute 
Gregorien in Paris, and the 
Institute Catholique in Paris, 
where he received the Ph.D. 
in 1951. He is one of two 
Americans who earned their 
Doctorates in the Gregorian 
Chant. 
“You cannot understand 
Western music,” he claims, 
“unless you understand the 
Gregorian Chant. I would 
love to give 
a graduate 
course 
in 
m edieval 
musiciology. It is so bad with 
contemporary 
composers. 
They have technique but 
they have nothing to say. 
Berlioz, on the other hand, 
had so much to say, but he 
made errors throughout. He 
is a genius without talent,” 
he added. 
“ No young person ever 
really plays music until he 
has fallen in love or suffered 
a great sorrow 
Then he 
m akes music, ” F ather 
March revealed. 
Since coming to America. 
he has taught at Marquette 
University 
and 
the 
University of Dallas, before 
b e c o m i n g 
a s s o c i a t e 
professor of Music and 
Languages at the University 
of Plano in 1970. 
About Am erican music 
education he is enthusiastic. 
“ I am absolutely im ­ 
pressed with the depth of 
American music education. 
Our schools of music are 
second to none. North Texas 
State University has m ar­ 
velous 
facilities. 
also 
Eastman, Indiana, Juilliard, 
Nev; England, and a host of

others,” he asserted. 
“ In Europe, music is not 
done in universities, but in 
conservatories.

We have a depth in 
our choral culture with 
which even the Germans 
cannot compare,” he pointed 
out. 
Father March became an 
American citizen in 1957. 
“ I have an unbounded 
admiration for the United 
States,” he says. “ Because I 
love my new country, I must 
point out that it is a shame 
that 
we 
study

few 
languages. 


“ Here in the Southwest we 
ought to be required to study 
Spanish,” he claims. “Every 
high school ought to include 
Latin. 
Anyone 
who 
graduates from high school 
ought to be exposed to four 


years 
of 
som e 
foreign 
language. My mother, who is 
now 86 and still living in 
Hungary, always used to 
say, ‘You are as many men 
as the number of languages 
you speak’,” he concluded.

techniques. 
The antikidnaping course, 
three days for $412.50, is 
offered 
by 
fo rm er 
in ­ 
ternational race driver Bob 
< Bondurant at his school 40 
'm iles north of San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
“ It all began one and a half 
years ago when a m ajor 
international oil company 
got 
w orried 
a fte r 
an 
American executive and his 
ch auffeur w ere kidnaped 
and m u rd ered in South 
A m erica,” said Bondurant, 
42, a native of Evanston, 111. 
“ The oil company con­ 
tacted me at my school for 
high perform ance driving. 


They wanted to have a little 
life insurance by 
having 
their drivers prepared—just 
in 
case. 
We 
taught 
the 
chauffeur of the chairm an of 
the board.” 
Since then, about 75 chauf­ 
feurs 
em ployed 
by 
big 
co rp o ratio n s or w ealthy 
individuals have taken the 
course. Bondurant sends the 
e m p l o y e r s 
w r i t t e n 
evaluations of their drivers, 
and some chauffeurs have 
been replaced. 
“ The co rp o ratio n s now 
realize a chauffeur can save 
the lives of their people,” he 
said. 
Bondurant, a stocky, dark­

Those who have told UPI 
they received the money 
include Alfred Jackson, 
starting split end or. the 
Longhorns football team, 
freshman football player 
Terrance Tschatchula, one­ 


time NCAA hurdle champion 
Robert 
Primeaux 
and 
another 
hurdler, 
Bill 
Blessing. 
A n o t h e r 
a t h l e t e , 
basketball 
player 
Rich 
Parson, denied statements 
by fellow employes that he 
also 
received 
money 
covering a period he did not 
actually work. 
Dr. Charles A. LeMaistre, 
chancellor of the University 
of Texas system, said Smith 
had discussed the case with 
him. 


“The fact that the matter 
was sufficient for the district 
attorney to take affidavits 
was sufficient reason to me 
to think that we should look 
into it,” said LeMaistre. 
He said school president 
Dr. Lorene Rogers, athletic 
director Darrell Royal, and 
athletic council chairman J. 
Neils 
Thompson 
would 
conduct the inquiry. 
“I think that the university 
always is aware of looking 
into rules and seeing that 
they are complied with,” he 


said. 
LeMaistre said Smith did 
not tell him of any of the 
details of the case but simply 
that affidavits were being 
taken. 
Smith said he would decide 
by Dec. 30 whether to keep 
the current session of the 
Travis County grand jury in 
session for an extra period of 
time to hear the evidence or 
call a special grand jury.
